SHIPPING TO MARKET 


If Containers Are Properly Iced or 


Ventilated, Loss 
May be 


Avoided

Washington, Dec*. 11— Large num­ 
bers of rabbits received at city m ar­ 
kets are being condemned by health 
authorities on account 
of spoilage 
through improper packing for ship­ 
ment, according to reports to the V. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 
The 
exact percentage 
of 
rabbits con­ 
demned is not known, 
but in 
one 
shipment recently receives! in W ash­ 
ington, D. C.f consisting of 80 rab­ 
bits, packed in a box, nil but a were 
condemned. 
On the «lay this ship­ 
ment was received rabbits *were sell­ 
ing for $1 each on the Washington 
market. 


The unusually warm weather that 
has prevailed for several weeks, to­ 
gether with improjier packing for 
shipment, is held responsible for the 
loss of a great portion of this food. 
Ihiring warm weather, 
particularly 
if the trip to market is long, raldnps 
can not lie kept in suitable condi­ 
tion unless packed in ice, say s|»ec- 
ialists of the V. S. Department 
of 
Agriculture, The shipper should be 
careful, if the rabbits are not pack­ 
ed in ice, not to pack 
them 
while 
they are wet, nor should the layers 
in the package be divided by 
paper 
or other packing, as such layers of 
packing prevent proper ventilation. 
No matter s h a t method of packing 
is used, the 
intestines 
should 
be 
drawn from rabbits as soon as they 
are killed. 
If this is done and 
the 
shipping 
containers 
are 
properly 
iced or ventilated, and the 
quickest 
available means of transportation i" 
used, much of the waste now occur­ 
ring can be prevented.

thunder-clouds or Nimbus, with rain 
[streaming from their ragged edges, 
are rarely found higher than 
4500 
[feet, whereas a “Mackerel” sky or 
[cirrostrutus, is 
usually 
something 
like 5 miles abov e sea lev el. 
At this immense height clouds are 
[composed of minute particles of ice, 
below that height, of fine [» articles 
[of water. 
These particles 
are in 
a constant state of motion, which 
accounts for the strong currents and 
whirl winds an airman experiences 
when he 
penetrates * into a 
large 
cloud. His machine is then 
tossed 
about like an ark in a mountain tor­ 
rent. 
Clouds are, of course an excellent 
weather guide, and the airman soon 
learns to interpret 
their

An appended report of Secretarj 


of the navy, Daniels, showing thai 
only 44 vessels of the navy maunet 
by navy crews, were lost during the 
war, calls attention to the fact that 
the- Cyclops, on which 'Fred Beale, 
Jr.,'of this city, was a seaman, is 
still in the part of missing ships. It

bers of rajlkbrts received at city mar- 
kets are (being condemned by health 
authorities on account 
of spoilage 


through improper packing for ship- 
ment, according to reports to the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 
The 


exact percentage 
of 
rabbits con- 


demned is not known, hut in one 
shipment recently received in Wash- 
ington, 'D. C., consisting of 80 rab- 
bits, pncked in a box, all but .1 were 
condemned. On the day this ship- 
ment was received rabbits -were sell- 
ing for $1- each on the Washington 
market. 


The unusually warm weather that 


has prevailed for several weeks, to- 
gether with improper packing for 
shipment, is held responsible for the 
loss of a great portion of this food. 
During warm weather, particnlnrly 
if the trip to market is long, rabbits 
can not l>e kept in suitable condi- 
tion unless packed in ice, say spec- 
ialists of the iU. 'S. Department of 
Agriculture. The shipper should be 
careful, if the raUbits are not pack- 
ed in ice, not to pack. them while 
they are wet, nor should the layers 
in the package be divided Tiy paper 
or other, packing, as such layers of 
packing prevent proper ventilation. 
No matter what method of packing 
is used, the_ intestines should be 
drawn from rabbits as soon as they 
are killed. If this is done and the 
shipping containers are properly 
iced or ventilated, and the quickesl 
available means of transportation is 
used, much of the waste now occur- 
ring can be prevented.

EXCELLENT WEATHER GUIDE 


(By United Press.) 


London, Nov. 9. 
(By 
Mail.)— 


Clouds play an 
important part in 


modern .aerial tactics, and an inti- 
mate knowledge of their peculiari- 
ties is one of the items gathered by 
'airmen ^ during their war experience. 


Clouds are classified according to 


their form and general nature, and 
any particular type is always found 
at the same height. 
Heavy .black 


thunder-clouds or Nimbus, with rain 
streaming from their ragged edges, 
are rarely found higher than 
4500 


feet, whereas a "Mackerel" sky or 
cirrostrutus, is 
usually 
something 


like 5 miles above sea level. 


At this immense height clouds are 


composed of minute particles of ice, 
below that height, of fine particles 
of water. 
These particles 
are in 


a constant state of motion, which 
accounts for the strong currents and 
wjlirl winds an airman experiences 
when he penetrates " into a large 
cloud. 'His machine is then 
tossed 


about like an ark in a mountain tor- 
rent. 


Clouds are, of course an excellent 


weather guide, and the airman soon 
learns to interpret 
their 
meaning 


with the confidence of an old master 
mariner.
